SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

This untitled video recording also known as Hard Hands 1 is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The video recording consists of a number of scenes of explicit sexual activity. The 
activity largely comprises shots of females’ vaginas and anuses in the act of being 
penetrated by other females’ hands (vaginal and anal ‘fisting’). Such scenes dominate 
the video recording to the extent that the female participants are strongly degraded 
and dehumanised, presenting as orifices to be penetrated to the most extreme extent 
possible. The fact that the females’ upper bodies and faces are infrequently depicted, 
and that little other sexual activity is depicted other than vaginal and anal ‘fisting’ 
contribute to this effect. The extent to which the female participants are degraded and 
dehumanised by the publication is such that its availability is considered likely to be 
injurious to the public good. 

The rights and freedoms contained in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
have been considered in relation to this publication. The classification given to the 
publication is considered to be reasonable and demonstrably justified, given the 
likelihood of injury to the public good that may result from any lesser restriction. 
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
